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III. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The close prior art to the current invention are Frank Kleazie et al (Helvetica Chimica Acta, 
vol. 61, Fasc 7(1978), p. 2609-2615) and Torres-Carrdona et al (US 5,959,138). 

Frank Kleazie et al discloses the preparation of rac. Astaxanthindiacetate by reacting 
astaxanthin in pyridine with acetic anhydride. Torres-Carrdona et al discloses the acylation of 
zeaxanthin obtained from marigold at a temperature of 25 to 140° C in the presence of sodium or 
potassium salt . 

However, the instant invention differs from the prior art in that none of the prior art 
disclose or suggest that the esterified zeaxanthin is reacted in the presence of oxidizing agent to 
produce the esterified astaxanthin; furthermore, there is no motivation in the prior art to arrive at 
the current invention. 

Therefore, the claimed invention would not have been obvious to the person with an 
ordinary skill in the art.
